STATES NOT 


SOVEREIGN 


Opinions of Some High 


Authorities on This 


Question. 


Since 
the 
organization 
of the 


Fortnightly Club of the city perhaps 
no question has, incidentally, been 
m ire thoroughly discussed than that 
of "State Sovereignty." The ques- 
tion has been one that has received 
thO attention of the membership at 
Almost every meeting, possibly due 
largely to the recent prominence 
given it by the option of the San 
Francisco school question. 
On ac- 


count of the local interest on the sub- 
ject the Argus will give this week a 
few reasons for holding that the states 
are not sovereign. 


What does "sovereignty" mean? 


Noah Webster's definition is "the 
quality or state of being sovereign ; 
the possession or exercise of supreme 
authority, dominion, sway." 
To be 


a sovereign is to "possess supreme 
authority or exercise absolute con- 
trol." These definitions are clearly 
imperial; they refer to the wide and 
unfettered 
power exercised by 
in- 


dependent nations—unfettered by the 
higher dominion or sway of other 
powers—and which is recognized as 
sovereign 
by 
international law. 


Maine in his Early Hisory of Institu- 
tions, says: ' 'It is essential to the 
modern conception 
of sovereignty 


that it should be exclusive of any 
other human, superior authority." 
But a state of the Union, though not 
without 
large 
privileges of home 


rule, is not "exclusive of any other 
human, superior authority." 
It is, 


in the sense of sovereignty, subor- 
dinate to the nation, to equip which, 
it formerly divested itself of all the 
significant 
functions 
of sovereign 


authority that it once possessed. 


Says Lincoln in Raymond, page 


H6: 
"Much 
is suid about the 


sovereignty of states. 
What is sover- 


eignty in the political sense of the 
term? 
Would it be far wrong to 


define it a political community with- 
out a political superior? 
Tested by 


this, no one state except Texas was 
pvflr a sovereignty. " . 


-. There are writers who hold that 
tho thirteen original states, before 


v the adoption of the Federal constitu- 
•;,liuii were alsp sovereign. 
Granting 


this, ifcjmay fairly be conceded that 
"the 
thirteen" states stripped them- 


selves of the attributes of sway and 
dominion 
which are the essential 


qualities of sovereignty, so as to in- 
vest the nation as a whole with ade- 
quate powers. 
And what they gave 


away they have never taken back. 
Says Fiske in American Political 
Ideas, page 98: 
"The chief attri- 


butes of sovereignty with which the 
states have parted are the coiulcff of 
money, the carrying of mails, the 
imposing of tariff dues, the granting 
of 
jatents 
and 
copyrights, 
the 


declaration of war and the mainten- 
ance of a navy." 
What sort of a 


sovereign state could it be which 
had none of these lo.vers and privi- 
leges—what but the spectral mockery 
of a full-panoplied nation, sovereign 
because it possessed and freely ex- 
eroised them? 


Granting that the states have cer- 


tain chartered rights, does that fact 
make 
them 
sovereign? 
Counties, 


municipalities 
and townships also 


have certain chartered rights, but 
whoever hears of sovereign cities and 
counties? 
Or 
of sovereign town- 


mectinps, great HH is the local author- 
ity 
invested 
in those democratic 


gatherings. 


The phrase "sovereign state-" was 


very common before; the Civil \\'ar 
and lias been much less HO Hince.

that was at variance not only with 
state sovereignty but 
with state 


rights as well. 
The power over the 


militia, the elective franchise, the 
stole courts and the police regulation 
of cities and towns, which the uni- 
versal national will decrees to bo in 
the states, was for a time withheld 
from the lately seceding states. If this 
was intended in any way as a certi- 
ficate of burial for the defunct theory 
of slate sovereignty, it served the 
further 
purpose of bringing into 


plainer view the healthy doctrine of 
stnte rights; for the punishment was 
so abhorrent to the national instincts, 
that it was very rapidly abandoned. 
Out of all the struggles of tho past 
has come the unanimous will of tho 
nation 
equally 
opposed 
to state 


sovereignty and 
to centralization, 


that it shall be an indissoluble Union 
of indestructible states. 


"It is essential that a sovereignty 


should have complete power of in- 
dependent action in external affairs 
as well as in internal affairs. For- 
eign nations in their intercourse with 
a state look, • not to assertions of 
sovereignty, but to the fact and regu- 
late their recognition and diplomatic 
relations accordingly. 
What are we 


to think of a sovereignty that never 
declared or waged war, never con- 
cluded a peace, never sent or received 
an ambassador, never flew a recogniz- 
ed flag and never formed a treaty or 
an alliance?" 


"The states have nowhere shown 


their lack of the essentials of sover- 
eignty more conspicuously than in 
their gelf-confessed inability to stand 
alone." 


"The 
nakedness of state sover- 


eignty 
was fully exposed in tho 


adoption of the constitution. 
'The 


United 
States 
shall 
guarantee to 


every state in this Union a republi- 
can form of government and shall 
protect each of them against invasion 
and . . . against domestic violence. ' 
Even in 1861, the seceding states, 
which 
so 
loudly 
declared 
their 


sovereignty, were at the same 
time 


contradicting the assertion by their 
innHne.fr.ivft 
efforts! to fnrtrj a !!»'.',' 


nation for the protection of state 
sovereignty. 
A sovereignty incap- 


able of self-maintenance, end always 
under 
this protection of "a j-Kigiiifif' 


power, is a contradiction in terms." 


"When we come to the constitution 


the prohibition upon the state in 
Section 10 of Article I. are all pro- 
hibition of the exercise of sovereign- 
power, either by themselves or by 
others." 


"Under the constitution the states 


were not to have even tho appearance 
of sovereignties; the powers to de- 
clare war, to make peace, to conclude 
treaties, 
to suppress insurrections 


and 
to 
punish treason were now 


placed where- they belonged, in the 
national government. " 


"Above all 
tho 
provisions 
for 


amendment (of the constitution) by 
three-fourths, not by all, 
of 
the 


states, 
is a flat negative to state 


sovereignty. " 


But it is needless 
to lengthen 


arguments and multiply authorities. 
"Sovereign States of the Union," is 
a fine phrase, sonorous and mouth- 
filling, but it is time to replace it 
with the true 
designation : 
The 


Sovereign Union of States.

shown by the total loss or enormous 
development of tbolr eyes and the 
growth of illuminating organs to light 
tbe abyss, may have been aa rapid as 
It Is marvelous.—London Spectator. 


A Hotbed of Violence. 


The Island of Hurdinla is a botbed of 


violence. Tbe "Granary of Rome" re- 
sists the softening Influences of civili- 
zation and remains with many of tbe 
peculiarities wblcb distinguished It lu 
tbe middle of tbe last century. "In tbe 
country," writes a traveler of that 
time, "the men are clothed In goatskins, 
one before aud another behind, with- 
out breeches, sboes or stockings, and 
a woolen or skin cap on the bead. The 
women have no other habiliments tban 
a long woolen gown and a woolen cap. 
Tbe peasants always go armed to de- 
fend themselves from one another, for 
tbey are all robbers and assassins, so 
that traveling In tiie Interior Is extreme- 
ly unsafe without an wort, and It Is 
even daugerous for ships to send their 
people on shore for water unless tbey 
are well armed. 
In short, tbe Sardes 


are tlie Malays of tlie Mediterranean."

Law Journal remarks, is characteristic 
of onr British love of liberty. French 
law la much more strict. I ^forbids any 
citizen to bear, any name other tbau 
tliat which Is expressed In the registry 
of bis birth or to add any surname to 
bis proper name. German law Is tbe 
same, only It goes a little further In 
Imposing a penalty on any one giving 
a fnlso name to an otHclal.—Dundee 
Advertiser.
